WHAT MR WHEEULOUK OF SHANGHAL 
THINKS OF IT, : 

aA San. Francisco Chronicle reporter inter- 
viewed Mr Wheelock of Shanghai, on.the 
subject of the Canadian Pacific line ‘and 
ives tho following report of what prased :— 

T.R. Wheelock is an Englishman who 
for twenty years haa taade Shanghai his re- 
aidence, and ‘who takes the deepost intorest 
in commerce betwean tha shores of the | 
United States and those of the Cclestial 
Empire. He-has on many occasions visited 
his native land, and almost invariably has 
chosen to croas the two oveuns snd ‘this 
continent in order to roach his home.
